ORIGIN OF WHEAT 


Cnttet W«e Ptiwto ol Ail of Ow Geredij Pedigree of Wheat b Scwtwh.tOb.cwe. 


The original parents of all our cereals were grasses of one kind or other 


often belonging to remotely different groups, but almost all indigenous inhabi 
tents of the central Asian and Mediterranean regions, says an exchange. 


The pedigree of wheat, the most important of all our,cereals, is somewhat 


obscure. It has varied to a greater degree from its humble origin than any 
other known artificial plant. Fortunately, we are still able to recover the 
steps by which it has been developed from what might at first sight appear to 
be a very unlikely and ill-endowed ancestor Indeed. 


The English couch grass which often proves such a troublesome weed 


In our own country, is represented around the Mediterranean shores by an 
allied genus of annual plants known as goat grass; and one of these weedy 
goat grasses has now been shown with great probability to be the wild form 
of our cultivated wheat. It Is a small drawflsh grass, with very petty seeds 
and not nearly so full a spike as the cereals of agriculture. 


When man first reappears in northern Europe, after the great Icesheets 


once more cleared away from the face of the land, we find him growing and 
using n rude form of wheat from the earliest moment of his re-establishmen 
In the desolated plains. Among the pile villages of the Swiss lakes, which 
were inhabited by men of the newer stone age, we find side by side with the 
polished flint axes and the handmade pottery of the period several cereals 
raised by the lake dwellers on the neighboring mainland. The charred seeds 
and waterlogged shocks disinterred from the ruins of the villages Include 
millet, barley and several other grains; but by far the commonest among 
them is a peculiar small form of wheat, -which has been named scientifically 
after the ancient folk by whom it was used. 


This lake wheat, however, though it dates back to the very beginning o: 


The period in Europe, cannot be considered as the first variety developed 
from the primitive goat grass by the earliest cultivators; it is so superior in 
character to the wild stock that it must already have undergone a long course 
of tillage and selection in more genial climates, and must have been brought 
back to Europe in a comparatively perfect condition by the short dark people 
who settled our continent immediately after the termination of the glacial era 


Prom the neolithic time forward, the improved seed has continued to 


grow bigger and bigger both In the size of the shocks and in the girth of the 
Individual grains, until the present day. 
The original small lake wheat, 


Indeed lingered on in use in Switzerland and the north down to the days of 
the Roman conquest; but, meanwhile, in Egypt and the south, still better 
varieties were being gradually developed by careful selection; and we find 
both kinds side by side in some few instances; thus showing that both were 
crown together at the same time by races in different stages of civilization. 


With the introduction of these better kinds by the Greek and Roman 


colonists tato Gaul and Britain, the old lake wheat became quite extinct. 
Indeed in every case the cultivated seeds and fruits which grew in neolithic 
earden' plots were much smaller than those of our own time, whereas the 
wild seeds and wild fruits found under the same circumstances are just as 
large as their congeners of the present day. A lapse which makes relatively 
little difference to the stable wild weeds makes relatively great differences 
in the very plastic and carefully selected cultivated plants.

Until 13 years 
ago this sea was a dry- salt-incrusted 
area with n maximum elevation of 265 
feet below sea level. In the year 1904 
the Colorado river ran over its banks, 
and the water entered into the basin, 
making a lake of 400 square miles. 
This inflow was stopped in 100G, and 
since then the Salton sea has been 
shrinking. 
The geysers appeared a 


short time ago—caused, presumably, 
by earthquakes in the vicinity.—Pop- 
p'a* Science.

Rhode Island Reds, and Orpingtons. 
This fact, which confirms the belief 
and experience of commercial poultry 
farmers, was one of the results ob- 
tained in a rather extensive feeding 
test recently reported by poultrymen 
of the department of agriculture. Be- 
cause they lay as many or more eggs, 
eat only about 55 pounds of feed per 
head as compared with 70 to 85 
pounds eaten by the general-purpose 
breeds, and because their egg yield 
very materially exceeds that of gen- 
eral-purpose breeds during their sec- 
ond and third laying years, Leghorns 
undoubtedly are more profitable to 
keep for the production of eggs only. 


The 
Leghorns 
produce 
slightly 


smaller eggs than the general-purpose 
breeds and the value per dozen of 
their eggs' was from 1 to 3 cents less 
each year than the eggs of general- 
purpose hens. This difference is due 
to the fact that the general-purpose 
breeds are better winter layers than 
the Leghorns, while the latter give a 
higher production In the spring and 
summer.

The most pop- 
ular of the species of beetles which 
contain gold and silver is the golden 
roseclufor.

"DEATH TRAIN" IS 


STEADILY MOVING 


Shunted On From Station to Sta- 


tion, Covering 4,000 Miles 


in Russia. 


RESCuEO BY U.S. RED CROSS 


Scatters Victims of 
Disease Along 


Railroad Line in Siberia—Amer. 


leans Save the Survivors 


at Razdolne. 


Tokio.—For the second time word 


comes out of Siberia of a "death train" 
traversing the 4,000 miles of railroad 
between the Ural front and the Pa- 
cific, shunted on from station to sta- 
tion, with help denied until word of 
It reached the American Red Cress. 
In the spring a train loaded with ty- 
phus victims distributed its 
dead 


across the land. The latest death train 
carried in addition to the typhus the 
dreaded spotted fe\er and cholera. 


Word of the presence of this train 


on the main line between Irkutsk and 
Vladivostok reached American Red 
Cross headquarters in the latter city 
a few weeks ago, and preparations 
were started immediately to succor 
what survivors there might be of the 
callous cruelty these stricken soldiers 
of the Kolchak army had been sub- 
jected to. Major Itiley Allen, execu- 
tive secretary of the American Red 
Cross in Siberia, who is only just re- 
covered from an attack of typhus him- 
self, organized a hospital tram to meet 
the death train, going out with it. Dr. 
Rakitin, of the staff of the American 
Red Cross hospital at Russian Island, 
who has also been laid low with ty- 
phus, accompanied Major Allen, with 
nurses and aids. 


Doctor Dies on Train. 


The death train, they had last heard, 


was at Nikolsk on August 27, where 
the Russian authorities had simply 
passed it on, as all other Russian of- 
ficials had done at every station for 
weeks. Just before the train reached 
Nikolst the doctor aboard it had died 
of cholera. Seven of the 150 sick who 
had survived to reach Nikolbk died 
the next day. 
Their bodies were 


dumped out of the moving train by 
wrecks of men who had not the 
strength to dig graves, even if they 
might have had the inclination. 
As 


things were going it v\as only a mat- 
ter of time until their own festering: 
tfldies, crawling with typhus lice and 
foul with living for weeks in un- 
cle.ined box cdrs, would be rolled out 
of tAe side door to become a center of 
infection for the countryside. 


Thy Red Cross train caught up to 


the death train at Razdolne, where it 
lay on a siding near a barracks in 
which American troops were quar- 
tered. These soldiers wore doing what 
little they dared for the pest-ndden 
sufferers, having run so many risks, in 
fact, that they were all put into quar- 
antine when the medical authorities 


discovered the facts. 
Until these 


American soldiers, in a more or less 
rough and ignorant way, offered some 
help, the patients in the death train 
had received nothing from the troops 
they had met except alarmed orders 
from commanders to be on their way. 


Before reaching the death train the 


Red Cross officials had made arrange- 
ments to bring the typhus and cholera 
patients to the Russian hospital at 
Nikolsk, which had been fitted up by 
the Inter-Allied sanitary committee, 
and permission had been obtained 
from Colonel Lewis, of the American 
army, to use the inter-allied wards of 
this institution. But the Russian rail- 
road authorities at Nikolsk proved to 
be like the hundreds of others along 
the line and refused to permit the 
death train to be brought there, and 
the Russian military command refused 
to permit the patients to be brought 
into the town under any circum- 
stances. 
Neither would the Russian 


military authorities at Razdolne per- 
mit the sick to be removed from their 
filthy box cars to any building in the 
town. 
Finally, after long parleying 


with 
Vladivostok, permission 
was 


given to house the sick at Nikolsk on 
condition that they be cleansed first

They ran the death 
train out on the prairie and extem- 
porized a field hospital. One by one 
the living skeletons were taken from 
their train, their clothing stripped off 
and burned and the men given a 
scouring bath and then placed aboard 
the Red Cross train. 


The effect of the clean clothes, the 


kindnesses, in such contrast to what 
they had previously undergone, 4lp 
the'hope finally held out for recove^f 
was almost miraculous.

First Landed at Provincetown. 


When the Mayflower sailed into Ply- 


mouth harbor it came from Province- 
town, 30 miles directly across Massa- 
chusetts 
bay, where

hardy souls fleeing from religious per- 
secution had already spent a month 
ashore, where the Pilgrim Mothers 
had done a tremendous washing after 
two months at sea, with clean linen at 
a premium; where Dorothy Bradford, 
wife of William Bradford, subsequent- 
ly governor of Plymouth colony, had

flower what is known to the world as 
the first purely democratic govern 
ment ever produced, the Mayflower 
compact guaranteeing to dwellers un 
der the Pilgrim government equal 
rights of living and being, no matter 
what their standing may have been, 
in the past or what it might be in- 
the future. 
The compact was signed 


on November 11, 1020, just 209 years 
to a day before the date of the sign- 
ing of another great democratic doc- 
trine, the armistice of the world war 
to make the world safe for democ- 
racy.

GOLD-COIN SCALES A RELIC 


Missouri Man Has Device That Was 


in Daily Use in That State 


Many Years Ago. 


A gold-coin scales of the type so 


useful to merchants in the middle of 
the nineteenth century is one of the 
relics kept by Jeff Davis of Boonville. 
Modern methods- of exchange have 
rendered the scales useless but it is 
in as good condition as it was when 
his grandfather used it at Cole Neck 
sixty years- ago. 


At the time B. B. Brereton set up 


his little store at Cole Neck, just a 
half mile north of what is now Clif- 
ton City, the pioneers were crossing 
the plains in search for gold. 
Gold 


"sweating" was common. Particles of 
gold dust were removed from the coin 
so that Its value rather than its» ap- 
pearance suffered. 
The merchant had 


to be constantly on the lookout for 
underweight coins \\licu dealing with 
surti a class of trade. 


A pair of scales was bought by Mr. 


Brereton for this purpose. 
A brass 


weight was used 
in balancing the 


fjiwnles to get the exact weight of the 
"^t>in. But the weight test was not the 


only one applied. 
A slot of varying 


size is in each receptacle on the scales. 
Tho slots were for the $1, $2.50, $3, $5, 
S10 and S20 coins. Coins failing to fit 
exactly in their respective slots were 
rejected.—Boonville (Mo.) Republican.

the young men of our country it> essential for the wel- 
fare and security of the nation. In the recent war we 
had the trained armies of our allies to lean upon until 
our soldiers were prepared for the battlefield. We can- 
not always depend upon such a favorable circumstance 
in the event that we are drawn into war again. The 
discipline which the young men will acquire will de- 
velop them morally and physically. The regular hours 
of rising and retiring, taking of simple and nourishing 
food, and the outdoor exercise cannot fail to improve 
their general health. 


Another advantage of the discipline is to instill 


into them a spirit of obedience to lawful authority, a virtue which we have 
seen to be frequently disregarded in our land of freedom. It will teach 
them that there is a dignity associated with obedience which lias been too 
often overlooked and that in obeying their law ful superiors, they are ren- 
dering obedience to God, from whom all authority comes.

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NEW OXFORD ITEM, NEW OXFORD, PA. 
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ORIGIN OF WHEAT 


Grtitcâ Were Parent» of All of Our Cereals; Pedigree of Wheat U Somewhat Obicwc. 


The orliTinnl parents of all our ceroals were grasses of one kind or other, 
often belonging to remotely dllTerent groups, but almost all Indigenous inhabi- 
tants of the central Asian and Mediterranean regions, says an exchange. 


The pedigree of wheat, the most important of all our»cereals, Is somewhat 
obscure. 
It has varied to a greater degree from its humble origin than any 
other known artificial plant. 
Fortunately, we are still able to recover the 
steps by which it has been developed from what might at first sight appear to 
be a very unlikely and Ill-endowed ancestor Indeed. 


The English couch grass which often proves such a troublesome weed 
in our own country, Is represerited around the Mediterranean shores by an 
allied genus of annual plants known as goat grass; and one of these weedy 
goat grasses has now been shown with great probability to bo the wild form 
of our cultivated wheat. It Is a small drawfish grass, with very petty seeds, 
and not nearly so full a spike as the cereals of agriculture. 


When man first reappears in northern Europe, after the groat icesheets 
once more cleared away from the face of the land, we find him growing and 
tislng a rude fonn of wheat from the earliest moment of his re-establishment 
In the desolated plains. 
Among the pile villages of the Swiss lakes, which 
were inhabited by men of the newer stone age, we find side by side with the 
polished flint axes and the handmade pottery of the period several cereals 
raised by the lake dwellers on the neighboring mainland. 
The charred seeds 
and waterlogged shocks disinterred from the ruins of the villages include 
millet, barley and several other grains; but by far the commonest among 
them is a peculiar small form of wheat, which has been named scientifically 
after the ancient folk by w^hom it was used. 


This lake wheat, however, though it dates back to the very beginning of 
The period in Europe, cannot be considered as the first variety developed 
from the primitive goat grass by the earliest cultivators; it is so superior in 
character to the wild stock that it must already have undergone a long course 
of tillage and selection in more genial climates, and must have been brought 
back to Europe in a comparatively perfect condition by the short dark people 
who settled our continent immediately after the termination of the glacial era. 


From the neolithic time forwrard, the improved seed has continued to 
grow bigger and bigger both in the size of the shocks and in the girth of the 
Individual grains, until the present day. 
The original small lake wheat, 
indeed, lingered on in use in Switzerland and the north down to the days of 
the Roman conquest; but, meanwhile, in Egypt and the south, still better 
varieties were being gradually developed by careful selection; and we find 
both kinds side by side in some few instances; thus showing that both were 
grown together at the same time by races in different stages of civilization. 


With the introduction of these better kinds by the Greek and Eoman 
colonists into Gaul and Britain, the old lake wheat became quite extinct. 
Indeed, in every case the cultivated seeds and fruits which grew in neolithic 
garden plots were much smaller than those of our own time, whereas the 
wild seeds and wild fruits found under the same circumstances are Just as 
large as their congeners of the present day. A lapse which makes relatively 
little difference to the stable wild weeds makes relatively great differences 
in the very plastic and carefully selected cultivated plants.

Mud Geysers in California 
Cover More Than Two Acres 


On the eastern shore of Saltón sea. 
California, a field of mud geysers re- 
cently came into existence. 
The field 
spreads over a little more than two 
acres. 
The geysers are various-sized 
caldrons of hot mud. 
Until 15 years 
ago this sea was a dry, salt-incrusted 
area with a maximum elevation of 265 
feet below sea level. In the year 1904 
the Colorado river ran over its banks, 
and the water entered into the basin, 
making a lake of 400 square miles. 
This Inflow was stopped in 1000, and 
since then thè Saltón sea has been 
shrinking. 
The geysers appeared 
a 
short time ago—caused, presumably, 
J)y earthquakes in tlie vicinity.—l^op- 
p'a;? Science. 


LEGHORNS PRODUCE 
CHEAPEST EGGS 


Leghorns 
produce 
eggs 
cheaper 
than hens of the general 
purpose 
breeds—Plymoutli Rocks, Wyandottes, 
Rhode Island Reds, and Orpingtons?. 
This fact, which confirms the belief 
and experience of commercial poultry 
farmers, was one of the results ob- 
tained in a rather extensive feeding 
test recently reported by poultrymen 
of the department of agriculture. 
Be- 
cause they lay as many or more eggs, 
eat only about 55 pounds of feed per 
head 
as 
compared 
with 70 to 85 
pounds eaten by the general-purpose 
breeds, and because their egg yield 
very materially exceeds that of gen- 
eral-purpose breeds during their sec- 
ond and third laying years, Leghorns 
undoubtedly are more profitable to 
keep for the production of eggs only. 


Tire 
Leghorns 
produce 
slightly 
smaller eggs than the general-purpose 
breeds and the value per dozen of 
their egg9 was from 1 to 3 cents less 
each year than the eggs of general- 
purpose hens. 
This difference is due 
to the fact that the general-purpose 
breeds are better winter layers than 
the Leghorns, while the latter give a 
higher production in the spring and 
summer.

Tokio.—For the second time word 
comes out of Siberia of a "death train" 
traversing the 4,000 miles of railroad 
between the Ural front and the Pa- 
cific, shunted on from station to sta- 
tion, with help denied until word of 
it reached the American Red Cross. 
In the spHng a train loaded with ty- 
phus 
victims 
distributed 
Its 
dead 
across the land. Tho latest death train 
carried in addition to the typhus tlie 
dreaded spotted fever and cholera. 


Word of the presence of this train 
on the main line between Irkutsk and 
Vladivostok 
reached 
American 
Red 
Cross headquarters in the latter city 
a few weeks ago, and 
preparations 
were started immediately 
to 
succor 
what survivors tliere might be of tho 
callous cruelty these stricken soldiers 
of the Kolchak army had been sub- 
jected to. 
Major Riley Allen, execu- 
tive secretary of the American Red 
Cross in Siberia, who is only just re- 
covered from an attack of typhus him- 
self, organized a hospital train to meet 
tlie death train, going out witli it. Dr. 
Rakltln, of the staff of the American 
Red Cross hospital at Russian Island, 
who has also been laid low with ty- 
phus, accompanied Major Allen, with 
nurses and aids. 


Doctor Dies on Train. 


The death train, they had last heard, 
was at Nikolsk on August 27, where 
the Russian authorities 
had 
simply 
passed it on, as all other Russian of- 
ficials had done at evoiy station for 
weeks. 
Just before the train reached 
Nikolsk the doctor aboard it had died 
of cholera. 
Seven of the 150 sick who 
had survived to reach Nikolsk died 
the 
next day. 
Their bodies 
were 
dumped out of the moving train by 
wrecks 
of 
men 
who had 
not 
the 
strength to dig graves, even if they 
mUrht have had the Inclination. 
As 
things were going it was only a mat- 
ter of time until their own festering 
lodles, crawling with typhus lice and 
foul with living for weeks 
in 
un- 
cloaned box cdrs, would be rolled out 
of the side door to become a center of 
infection for the countryside. 


Thy Red Cross train caught up to 
the death train at Razdolne, where it 
lay on a siding near a barracks in
